The problem stems from 
deciding whether to call a 
special town meeting in early 
June with a couple of articles 
lacking the charm to lure 350 
voters for a quorum, or seek a 
transfer from the reserve fund 
through the Finance Committee

Twenty-five Alaskan elemen- 
tary school children have come 
to town on the first leg of a 
pilgrimmage to experience big 
cities and ‘‘a rich part of 
America we’vee only sort of read 
about.”’ 

The children’s home is Craig, 
on an island of 400 people isolated 
even from mainstream Alaska, 
let alone mainstream U.S.A. The 
children, over half of them 
Tlingit and Haida Indians, are 
staying with Phillips Academy 
faculty families for five days 
while they walk the Freedom 
Trail and also take in the 
realities of modern Boston, with 
their social studies teacher and 
four of their mothers. 


The schoolchildren earned 
their own money for the trip, and 
call themselves ‘‘The American 
Adventurers’’. In a letter to Mrs. 
Louis Hoitsma, president of the 
Phillips Academy Ladies 
Benevolent Society, who arrang- 


ed housing for the group, they ex- 
plained: ‘‘Our trip from our 
home, the town of Craig Alaska, 
to your home is the great 
American adventure of our lives. 
None of the children have ever 
been back East before to any of 
the places we’ll stay, like Boston, 
Philadelphia or Washington, D.C. 
and we've mostly lived all our 
lives in Craig, which has about 
400 people in it, though there are 
more in summertime when the 
fishing people come to catch 
salmon and halibut. We’ve come 
ny: to experience big city 
realities we rarely face, like 
even stoplights and basements. 
We figure we’ll learn a great deal 
from each of you about our coun- 
try, your city, other people and 
ourselves. And maybe you’il 
learn something from us too, if 
only to know that all Alaskans 
don't live in igloos and its not 40 
degrees all year long.”’

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CETA Jobs Made 
Available Here 


The town of Andover has $89,- 
000 allocated for jobs ad- 
ministered through the Com- 
prehensive Employment Train- 
ing Act (CETA) for those who 
qualify. 

The funds must be expended 
by Sept. 30. 

David Montella, CETA ad- 
ministrator for Andover, ex- 
plained that the job descrip- 
tions drawn up by Town 
Manager J. Maynard Austin to 
meet the requirements for the 
funding, provide for about 30 
temporary jobs which will open 
in early June. 

Application must be made 
through the CETA office at 577 
Common St., Lawrence, before 
the end of May. 

To be eligible for participa- 
tion, an applicant must be un- 
employed 30 days, be a member 
of a significant segment of the 
population, and be a member of 
a family whose total income is 
within the revised guidelines, 
based on the Bureau of Labor 


Statistics (i.e. $6,200 to $8,200 
for a family of three.) 

Town Manager Austin in- 
formed the CETA Manpower 
office that the town could 
provide the following job oppor- 
tunities under the guidelines of 
the federal regulations: ten 
laborers, one project super- 
visor - laborer, four painters 
and one work supervisor pain- 
ting projects. The school 
department would have the 13 
maintenance laborers and two 
painter positions available. 

Austin said that as nearly as 
possible the jobs are divided 
equally between the school and 
general governments. 


Applicants should contact the 
CETA Manpower office as soon, 
as possible.

work this summer’’. 

The roof, which Griggs 
described as being ‘‘never right 
and not going to get any 
better’, has been leaking for 
some time. This past spring, 
.buckets dotted the school to 
catch the water dripping from 
the roof. 

In his professional opinion, 
Griggs said the roof either 
needs major repair or a com- 
pletely new roof. Some of the 
insulating material under the 
roof may be damaged and also 
need replacement. 

He suggested that it should be 
done this summer, while school 
is not in session, and ventured 
that another year of letting the 
current condition exist could 
present more serious problems. 

Griggs walked the roof with 
Committeeman Joseph Finn 
and custodians at the high 
school. He reported to his 
colleagues Tuesday night that 
the roof is blistered all over and 
that there is a serious crack in 
the roof over the gymnasium. 

Problem stems from the roof 
being placed in the winter time 


_in the original construction and 


not having an opportunity to 
properly bond. 

The roof was accepted on the 
architect’s recommendation 
that a five-year guarantee be 
provided and bonding sufficent 
to cover any problems. 

The five-year period has 
elapsed with apparently no 
follow up, Griggs said, thus the 
bond amounts to about $1,500 
for the town to make any cor- 
rection or repair. 

The only good area on the en- 
tire roof is over the library, 
Griggs said. 

The roof has been patched 
many times, ‘‘and we can see 
where it will require a lot more 
patching,”’ Griggs said. 


In many areas the drains are 
above the roof, thus the water is 
allowed to stand on the roof. 

In the gymnasium area, some 
patching was done last winter 
over ice and water, thus no 
bond obtained. 

Griggs said the work should 
be done this summer and that, 
in fact, the problem had reach- 
ed the town manager stage, 
that is, specifications should be 
obtained, and proceedures 
followed to get the job done this 
summer. 

With that, the school com-

mittee voted to forward the 
recommendation to the 
manager and note that the 
school department would make 
a determination of how much 
funding it could provide. 

As for school funds, Supt. 
Kenneth R. Seifert noted that 
the town will be receiving some 
$175,000 in funds from state and 
federal sources, from education 
programs. The money goes to 
the general fund. 


Sewer System 
Planning 


The other financial problem 
is putting up about $70,000 in 
planning funds for sewer 
system improvements to take 
advantage of some federal fun- 
ding. 

The funds are available and 
have been ordered dispersed to 
qualifying communities. 

Timetable calls for the plan- 
ning to take place this summer 
‘and the project presented to a 
town meeting for approval in 
the fail. 

Involved are projects totall- 
ing $5,750,000 for which the 
federal government will pay 90 
percent, including the planning 
funds, after the latter has been 
provided by the town and the 
town meeting approval given 
the total project. 


The Massachusetts Division 
of Water Pollution Control 
recently revised the criteria for 
funding municipal sewer con- 
struction projects, thus making 
some of the portions of An- 
dover’s master plan eligible. 


To be included in the total 
project submitted for approval 
will be the outfall sewer from 
Riverina Road to the 
Merrimack River, which is 
nearing capacity and will soon 
need replacement, $1,470,000; 
replacement of the Riverina 
Road pumping station, $1,480,- 
000 and installation of collecting 
sewers in the Highland, 
Woodland and Holt Road areas, 
$2,800,000. 


The selectmen Monday night 
decided to ask the Finance 
Committee about their feelings 
toward providing the planning 
funds, with the promise that it 
would be returned to the 
reserve fund at the October 
town meeting. 


The action is due to doubts 
about being able to obtain 350 
voters for a quorum for the 
special town meeting. 

With the additional item of 
the high school roof, however, 
the view may be changed and 
the special session mandated to 
provide the funding for both 
projects.

She studied daily for 11 years 
with Madame F'ederova Fokine, 
sister-in-law of the famed 
Michael Fokine, and also with 
Latvian National Ballet School. 
At 17, Miss Jansons became a 
soloist in the Latvian National 
Ballet Company, without the 
usual years of experience in the 
corps de ballet. Within a year, 
she attained the rank of prima 
ballerina, the youngest person 
ever to do so in that company. 

In 1943, Miss Jansons was 
honored as Best Young Artist of 
the Year and went to study ballet 
in Vienna with Madame Polikova 
who, prior to her exile, had 
founded the Yugoslavian Ballet 
Company. 

A year later, due to political 
upheaval in Lativa, Miss Jansons 
and her family were forced to 
flee the country after the rest of 
her family was either exiled or 
shot. 

For the next three years, Miss 
Jansons traveled across Europe, 
first performing with USO shows 
for over a year. Since most of the 
theatres had been destroyed by 
bombs, she usually performed on 
makeshift stages, on one occa-

This unique vegetable is grown 
in many parts of the Bay State 
and was introduced here in the 
early 19th century by a Maine 
gardener who brought either the 
seeds or root stock home from 
Europe. 

Rhubarb has been dubbed a 
spring tonic, and its was in fact 
used for medicinal purposes cen- 
turies ago in China and Siberia, 
where it probably originated. 

While it does contribute some 
vitamin C and calcium to the 
diet, rhubarb is best appreciated 
fer its eating qualities as a fruit 
in sauces, preserves and desserts 
such as pie, pudding, sherbet or 
even a souffle! 

When you purchase rhubarb, 
look for fresh, firm, tender stalks

that are neither very slender nor 
extremely thick. They should be 
bright and glossy and mostly pink 
or red in color, though many good 
quality stalks can be 
predominantly light green. 

The stalks are of course the 
edible part of the rhubarb plant, 
and the leaves should not be 
eaten because of their high con- 
tent of oxalic acid. 

Rhubarb will keep well in the 
refrigerator for several days. It 
may be canned and is also very 
easy to freeze. Simply wash and 
cut in 1 or 2-inch pieces or in 
lengths to fit the package. 

Before freezing, the rhubarb 
may be heated in boiling water 
for one minute and then cooled 
promptly in cold water; this will 
help retain color and flavor. For 
sweetened rhubarb, cover with 
cold 40 percent syrup (3 cups 
sugar to 4 cups water) before 
freezing. 

Stewed rhubarb is easy to 
prepare: simply combine in 
saucepan one pound of diced 
rhubarb with 4 cup each sugar 
and water. Cover and cook over 
low heat 10 to 20 minutes till 
tender.

The Board of Health of the Town of Andover, acting under the 


authority of Section 31 of Chapter 111 of the General Laws of : 


Massachusetts and amendments and additions thereto and by any 
other power thereto enabling and acting thereunder and in accor- 
dance therewith have, in the interest of and for the preservation of 
the public health duly made and adopted the following 
amendments to present health regulations: 

CHAPTER III FOOD REGULATIONS 
Section II Plan Review of Future Construction and Remodeling 

A. When a food establishment is hereafter constructed, exten- 
sively remodeled or an existing structure converted for use as a 
food establishment, properly prepared plans and specifications for 
such construction, remodeling or alteration, showing layout, 
arrangement, and construction materials of work areas and the 
location, size and type of equipment and facilities, shall be sub- 
mitted to the Board of Health for approval before such work is 
begun. , 

B. Plans and specifications will not be reviewed for approval un- 
less they are complete and include the following: 

1. Three copies of all plans and specifications must be submitted 
to the Board of Health for review. One copy will be retained by the 
Board of Health and two copies will be returned to the applicant 
once the plans have been approved. The applicant will give one 
copy of the approved plan to the Building Inspector. 

2. All drawings shall be to scale. Drawings not to scale will not 
be approved. Scales used shall be as follows: 

a. Floor plans: '4’’ per foot 

b. Area plans such as kitchens, bars, processing rooms, toilet 
rooms etc: one inch per foot 

c. Cross sections and elevations such as of cooking areas and 
local exhaust systems, custom built equipment, etc.: one inch per 
foot 

d. Basements or cellars to be used, even in part as a processing, 
preparation and/or storage area or where equipment is installed: 
', inch per foot 
. 3. Local exhaust systems shall be designed to conform to the re- 
quirements of the uniform State building code, the National Fire 
Protection Code, NFPA #96 and guide lines developed by the An- 
dover Board of Health. These guide lines will be based upon 
current information from authoritative organizations such as: (a) 
The United States Department of Health, Education and Welfare, 
Public Health Service, Communicable Disease Center, En- 
vironmental Health Training Section, Atlanta, Georgia; (b) The 
National Sanitation Foundation; (c) The Baking Industry Sanita- 
lion Standards Committee; (d) The American Conference of 
Governmental Industria: Hygienists, Committee on Industrial 
Ventilation. 

4. The floor plan of the kitchen, bar and/or processing area must 
show the location of all equipment and in addition the type of equip- 
ment, size, manufacturer and model number. 

5. Floor, wall and ceiling construction materials must be 
specified for all areas except the cellar or basement unless they 
are used in whole or in part for processing, preparation, storage or 
service. 3 

6. Lighting intensities shall be expressed in foot candles for all 
preparation, and storage work surfaces as well as hand washing 
areas and toilet rooms. 

7. Hand washing facilities, other than utensil or food washing 
facilities must be conveniently located in all preparation and 
processing areas and shall be shown on all applicable plans. 

C. All applicable equipment must be constructed and installed in 
accordance with the recommendations of the National Sanitation 
Foundation, Automatic Merchandising Health Industry Council, 
the Baking Industry Sanitation Standards Committee and the Com- 
mittee for 3-A Sanitary Standards or equivalent. 

Whenever equivalent equipment is to be used it shall be the 
responsibility of the applicant to provide certification of the 
equivalency, Acceptance of equivalency certifications will be at 
the discretion of the Board of Health. 

1). If during construction there are deviations from the plans 
which were not first approved in writing by the Board of Health, 
the food license issuance may be delayed until the necessary cor- 
rections are made. 

l’. The Board of Health may inspect the construction, remodel- 
ing or alteration at any time and may require necessary 
inodifications if adverse conditions are encountered.
